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New drive 
to cut out 
trouble at 
weekends 

SUMMER revellers in 
Oswestry face a clampdown 
by police if late night cele¬ 
brations threaten to turn 
sour. 

Searching out drugs, beef¬ 
ing up the number of officers 
on the streets and a zero tol¬ 
erance to anti-social behav¬ 
iour are just some of the 
plans to put a lid on weekend 
problems in the town. 

Mothballed cells in the 
town’s police station will 
also be put into use to avoid 
officers having to travel to 
Shrewsbury with prisoners. 

Inspector Rick Hair said: 
“We will also be issuing ‘tick¬ 
ets’ - people will get imme¬ 
diate £80 fines. 

“After a meeting with Pub 
Watch last week I am also 
trying to get some ‘drug 
wipes’ for use in Oswestry. 
These are used to find traces 
of drugs in premises and 
allows us to see where drug 
use is happening.” 

Plans for Operation Sum¬ 
mer Presence were revealed 
by Inspector Klair to mem¬ 
bers of Oswestry town coun¬ 
cil on Monday. 

In the past month, he said, 
there had been 16 incidents 
of anti-social behaviour, of 
which 14 were alcohol 
related. 

“We are beefing up our 
police presence, from per¬ 
haps 10 officers including 
special constables, to up to 
25 at weekends,” he added.

FARMERS' PROTEST 
TAKEN TO THE TOP 


FARMERS from Oswestry and Welshpool were in Westminster yester¬ 
day to demonstrate against falling milk prices that are threatening 
their futures. 

More than 2,500 dairy farmers and others in the industry went to the capital to call for 
a fair price for milk. 

There were warnings that if the dairy industry is destroyed other businesses will also 
suffer, from feed companies and vets to local shops and post offices. 

Britain’s main dairy companies, Aria Foods, Robert Wiseman Dairies and Dairy Crest 
announced cuts of up to 2p for the price they will pay for each litre of milk from August on 
top of similar cuts in April. 

Farmers now receive around 28p for every litre of milk they sell which will fall to around

26p a litre in August. Yet it costs around 30p 
to produce every litre - a loss of 2p each litre, 
which they say they cannot sustain. 

Coach-loads of beleaguered farmers from 
Shropshire and Mid Wales joined others to 
lobby a dairy summit at Westminster’s Cen¬ 
tral Hall involving Agriculture Minister Jim 
Paice, the National Farmers Union and 
industry leaders. 

The National Farmers’ Union wants an 
immediate reversal of the cuts and the res¬ 
ignation of those involved. 

Michael Oakes who farms at Rednal, near 
Oswestry, was on one of the coaches. He 
said: “Farmers have said enough is enough 
and this is a real show of strength.” 

Disastrous 

Rob Alderson, chairman of the Shrop¬ 
shire branch of the NFU, said it was sad that 
farmers were having to leave their farms to 
protest, but it was the only option they had. 

A warning that the drop in milk price 
could have a disastrous effect on rural busi¬ 
nesses came from John Allcock from Lloyds 
Animal Feeds which is based near Oswestry. 

“This is not just about the dairy farmers. 
A lot of people depend on farmers for their 
own livelihoods. 

“Without a dairy industry we will not be 
needing to supply feed for the cows and not 
so many vets will be needed - they will go out 
of business. Even the village post office will 
be affected at the end of the day.” 

“It is not just those at the farm gate that 
will suffer.” Mr Allcock said: “This is the 
worst I have known the situation for 30 
years.” 

Farmers were banned from displaying 
banners because of security ahead of the 
Olympics but one that was unfurled showed 
the £1.50 cost of a litre of bottled water com¬ 
pared to 86p for a litre of milk. 

The summit will call for measures to 
ensure farmers are not paid less than the 
cost of production. 

John Mercer, NFU regional director, said: 
“The fact so many farmers are ready to take 
action shows the strength of feeling.”

More jobs 
on way as 
brewery is 
to expand 

A FAMILY business in 
Oswestry has been awarded 
£32,000 towards expansion 
plans which could create 20 
jobs. 

Stonehouse Brewery has 
been given cash from Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s Market 
Towns Revitalisation Pro¬ 
gramme and plans to use it 
to create a building at its site 
in Weston. 

The family business was 
set up in 2007 after its own¬ 
ers started brewing in their 
kitchen. 

The brewery’s current 
base is an old agricultural 
building which is felling into 
disrepair. 

The money will be used to 
construct a new building 
and access meaning the com¬ 
pany will be able to expand 
its brewing capacity. 

Work starts in the next 
few weeks and is expected to 
be completed by October. 

Alison Parr, company 
director, said the expansion 
could create up to 20 jobs 
over the next 10 years. 

She said: “We have got the 
potential to grow and to be 
four times as big as we are 
now. 

“We hope to get the main 
structure up over the next 
two or three months.” 

There are also plans in the 
pipeline to turn parts of the 
premises into a tourist 
attraction in the future.

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Family praise quick-thinking 
doctor for son's treatment

A DOCTOR has been praised after her quick thinking possibly helped 
save the life of a young Welshpool toddler. 

Six-month old Logan O’Connor-Lowe, developed a rash last week and after a quick DIY 
medical examination from his mother Angela, a terrifying medical drama unfolded. 

Pneumococcal Septicaemia Meningitis was diagnosed at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
after Dr Sara Lambert acted quickly on examining the child. 

Now, with Logan well on the way to recovery, parents Arron and Angela have heaped 
praise on the doctor. 

“After picking up my older 
children from their nursery 
session in the morning, I 
noticed that Logan was 
developing a red pin prick 
rash on one of his arms,” 
said Angela. 

“As it was a rash I had 
never seen before I checked 
it with a glass. It didn’t dis¬ 
appear. I phoned Welshpool 
Medical Centre and told 
them what was happening 
and that he was getting 
more spots and took Logan 
straight to the surgery. 

Poorly 

“Dr. Lambert saw him 
straight away and took a 
brief medical history. 
Although she didn’t think 
the rash looked like menin¬ 
gitis, she decided to treat 
him with antibiotics and 
sent us straight to the Rain¬ 
bow Ward in Shrewsbury. 

“By the time we got there, 
the rash had developed all 
over his body. We have since 
found out that he has Pneu¬ 
mococcal Septicaemia 
Meningitis, and he is cur¬ 
rently on a course of antibi¬ 
otics. 

“Without the quick think¬ 
ing of Dr Lambert, our son 
could have got very poorly 
very quickly. Who knows 
what could have happened, 
this is a very serious disease. 

“He is well on his way to 
recovery and I cannot thank 
all of the staff at Welshpool 
Medical Centre enough, 
especially Dr Lambert, for 
their treatment of our son.” 

Meningitis is an inflam¬ 
mation of the lining around 
the brain and spinal cord.

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Asbestos exposure at work 
led to death, says coroner 


EXPOSURE to asbestos - possibly while working for the former 
Shropshire County Council and Salop County Council - caused the 
death of a 76-year-old Oswestry man from an industrial disease, a 
coroner has ruled.

William Kenneth Jones, of Fernhill Avenue, Gobowen, died at home on March 5, from a 
rare form of cancer caused by exposure to asbestos. 

Medical evidence read to an inquest in Wem last Thursday confirmed the cause of Mr 
Jones’s death as disseminated pleural malignant mesothelioma. The inquest heard the 

onset of mesothelioma symptoms following 
exposure to asbestos can take between 20 
and 40 years, with exposure to small 
amounts being enough to put people at risk. 

Mr John Ellery, coroner for mid and north 
west Shropshire, said the inquest was taking 
place because there was reason to believe Mr 
Jones died from asbestos exposure. 

He added: “It’s well known that mesothe¬ 
lioma is associated with asbestos exposure 
and there can be a 20 to 40-year time lag 
between exposure and onset of symptoms.” 

Mr Ellery said reports indicated Mr Jones 
was not exposed to asbestos at any of the 
addresses where he lived during his life. 

But he said there were two former places 
of work where Dudley-born Mr Jones could 
have been exposed during his working life. 

He said these were the West Midlands Gas 
Board in Tipton, where Mr Jones trained as 
a chemist from 1952 to 1955, and the former 
Salop County Council and Shropshire 
County Council, where Mr Jones worked 
from 1970 to 1996. 

Mr Ellery said: “The only contact he had 
with asbestos was during his working life. 

“There are two clear periods of asbestos 
exposure. 

“On the evidence I have seen, I’m satisfied 
that there is a connection.” 

He ruled out asbestos exposure at any of 
Mr Jones’s other places of work. 

Mr Ellery recorded a verdict of death from 
an industrial disease. 


Pupils digging

PUPILS at a primary school on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border have been getting their 
hands dirty as they ‘dig for the future’. 

Carreghofa Primary School, in 
Llanymynech, has received baby plants 
including lettuces, spinach, carrots, leeks, 
tomatoes, runner and green beans, cour¬ 
gettes, cabbages and potatoes as part of a 
scheme to encourage pupils to grow their 
own produce. 

The produce will be used to create a 
spring garden and later this year will be 
joined by spring onions, pak choi, turnips, 
broccoli, broad beans to create an autumn 
garden. Early next year the school will cre¬ 
ate a seasonal fruit garden. 

The produce has come from Sodexo 
Defence, a firm which provides a range of 
support services to military locations. 

Sodexo is running the Dig for the Future 
scheme after joining forces with suppliers of 
organic vegetable and herb plants Rocket 
Gardens.

Family claims devoted 
dad's drink was spiked 

RELATIVES of a man from Shropshire who died from an GHB drug 
overdose believe someone else may have been involved in his death, 
an inquest has heard. 

David Wayne Lewis, 36, known as Wayne, was discovered in his home in Lome 
Street, Oswestry, by his stepbrother Kevin Hughes, on February 3. 

Last Thursday Mr Hughes told an inquest in Wem that he thought someone 
else had given him the drug, a suggestion backed up by Mr Lewis’ former partner, 


Emma Stocker during the hearing. 

But Mr John Ellery, coroner for mid 
and north west Shropshire, said there 
was no evidence and said the death had 
been accidental. He recorded a verdict 
that Mr Lewis had died from an over¬ 
dose of GHB. 

The inquest was told that a post¬ 
mortem examination showed that Mr 
Lewis had 350 milligrammes of GHB in 
his body, a toxic level. 

Locked 

Miss Stocker said she had had a tele¬ 
phone call from Mr Lewis on the after¬ 
noon on February 3 to say he could not 
pick up their young son from school 
and could she take him to his house. He 
sounded fine, she said. 

When she got there the house was 
locked and Mr Lewis did not answer 
the door or the telephone. 

She told the inquest Mr Lewis did use 
GHB but never when he was looking 
after their son. 

“He would not have had him if he was 
under the influence. What if someone 
had been there and put it in his drink 
and he took it unknowingly - it is a 
clear liquid,” she said. 

Mr Hughes, of Cresswell Court,

Oswestry, said he had not been able to 
get hold of his brither all day so went to 
his house about 5.30pm. When he saw 
him through the window he rang the 
emergency services. 

“I am saying that someone has done 
this to him,” he said. 

“There is no way that he would have 
taken GHB if he was looking after his 
son. He loved him to bits.” 

Sergeant Scott Barnes said this was 
the first time he had heard the sugges¬ 
tions and said he had no evidence to 
reopen the case into Mr Lewis’ death. 

After the inquest Miss Stocker paid 
tribute to Mr Lewis. 

“He was a wonderful father and a 
wonderful friend. He would do any¬ 
thing for anybody,” Miss Stocker said. 

She said Mr Lewis grew up in Llan- 
silin and went to Llanfyllin High 
School. Miss Stocker added: “Wayne 
was a good, kind, generous person who 
was always willing to help anybody 
out. He was everybody’s friend. 

“He loved his son very much, he was 
always there for him and played an enor¬ 
mous part in helping to bring him up.”

IT’S time for a clampdown on the rogues 
behind scam letters sent out claiming lot¬ 
tery winning are waiting to be claimed. 

This week an Oswestry couple returned 
from a foreign holiday to find a letter from 
the Euromillion Commonwealth Of Nations 
Online Lottery informing them that a win¬ 
ning pot of £600,000 awaited their claim. 

Luckily the couple, who did not wish to be 
identified, had the sense to realise the letter 
was a scam. They had only ever bought one 
lottery ticket several years ago so it was 
unlikely this letter was genuine. 

A few weeks ago I was approached by 
another reader who had received confirma¬ 
tion from FIFA (the international football 
federation) that another huge cashpot was 
awaiting collection. 

On both occasions the recipients were 
being asked to fill in forms sending off their 
bank details for the funds to be released. 

These are illegal operations and it really is

Without even discussing the matter with me she announced last week that she is going to move our daughter from her 
existing secondary school to another school in September. I am not happy about this arrangement as I have heard less than favourable reports about this other 
school. I have tried to talk to my ex-wife but she won’t listen and says it is nothing to do with me because our daughter lives with her. What can I do? 

A: You will need to make an application to the family Court under the Children Act for a Prohibited Steps Order. 

A Prohibited Steps Order usually involves one parent trying to stop the other from taking steps and/or making decisions. Even though your daughter lives with 
your ex-wife you still have parental responsibility for her (ie. legal standing in her life) and therefore you are legally entitled to be involved in any important welfare 
decisions in her life, which includes her education and the school she attends. 


The Court would consider the welfare check list when looking at this application which will include details such as your daughter’s age, any harm she is at risk 
of suffering by changing schools (for example - does the proposed new school have the same syllabus or will this mean your daughter having to have additional 
lessons in some subjects), the practical arrangements such as whether your ex-wife is able to transport your daughter to the new school and whether a change 
in school is in your daughter’s best interests. Ultimately if you cannot both agree the Court will override one of you and determine the school she is to attend. It is 
therefore advisable that you discuss this matter with a family law specialist as soon as possible.

smoking 

PARENTS in Mid Wales are 
being urged not to smoke in 
cars during the school’s 
summer holidays to prevent 
children being put at risk. 

A campaign group has 
launched a Summer Prom¬ 
ise scheme, which centres on 
parents’ commitment to 
keeping their cars free from 
smoke. Fresh Start Wales 
will be taking the promise 
out to Welsh communities 
across the holidays as part of 
its summer road show. 

The Fresh Start Wales 
group is a Welsh Govern¬ 
ment campaign to reduce 
children’s exposure to sec¬ 
ond-hand smoke by raising 
awareness of the associated 
dangers it poses. 

Exposure to cigarette 
smoke increases the risk of 
children developing serious 
health conditions such as 
asthma and breathing disor¬ 
ders, ear infections and it 
has even been linked to cot 
death and meningitis. 

Dr Tony Jewell, chief 
medical officer for Wales, 
said: “Second-hand smoke 
contains more than 4,000 
chemicals which can harm 
children’s health. 

“The car is a particularly 
dangerous place to smoke as 
it is such a confined space. 

“The toxins within smoke 
linger in the car for hours so 
still pose a risk even if you 
only smoke when children 
aren’t in the car. Opening 
the window can actually 
make matters worse by 
blowing toxic smoke into the 
back of the car where chil¬ 
dren sit.” 

Network for 
music tutors 

A NEW support system for 
instrumental and vocal 
music tutors in Powys is 
being established by the 
county council. 

Supporting one of the pri¬ 
orities of the Children and 
Young People’s Music Strat¬ 
egy, the Accreditation 
Scheme aims to develop and 
support a first class work¬ 
force of peripatetic and com¬ 
munity music tutors. 

It aims to create an 
umbrella under which 
instrumental music teach¬ 
ers can operate, focussing on 
a consistent approach across 
Powys. 

Interviews will take place 
each term, and tutors who 
are interested in applying 
for accreditation should call 
Helen Wilding Smith, Powys 
County Council Music Coor¬ 
dinator, on (01597) 824444. 


Bankers not immune to the law 


THE people who ran amok in the riots 
and stole were brought to justice and 
the Government made the utmost 
efforts to make them pay for their mis¬ 
deeds.

Well-paid bankers have run 
amok in the banks with other people’s 
money and been lining their own pock¬ 
ets with a lot more than the price of a 
pair of trainers at the expense of oth¬ 
ers. 

The bankers were in positions of 
trust and they have taken money that 
was not theirs. 

Equality of justice should apply to all 
in our society, high and low. The 
bankers should not be an elite immune 


to the law - otherwise there is discrim¬ 
ination in the application of the law to 
the rich and to the less well-off com¬ 
mon man. 

If politicians, judges and bankers 
want respect, they need to be fair and 
even-handed. Until the bankers are 
treated the same as the common man, 
only the Queen, the fallen and serving 
armed forces are worthy of our respect.

Nurse living with ex-patient 
must wait for panel's ruling

I A NURSE who moved in with a patient she had been 
treating at a Shropshire mental health unit will have to 
wait until October to find out if she is to be struck off. 

A Nur sing and Midwifery Council disciplinary panel found that Wendy 
Lellek did inappropriately call the patient at weekends. But the hearing 
was adjourned until October when the panel will rule on whether her 
I actions amounted to misconduct. If found guilty she could be struck off. 
Wendy Lellek The disciplinary hearing was told Lellek moved in with the patient she 

had been treating for nearly three years. 

She began dating the man soon after he 
was discharged from a unit run by South Staf¬ 
fordshire and Shropshire NHS Foundation 
Trust in Salop Road, Oswestry, in July 2007. 

The senior nurse called the patient nearly 
700 times on her work mobile phone as their 
relationship blossomed. In April 2008, 
bosses found out about the relationship and 
launched an investigation into Lellek’s con¬ 
duct. Lellek admitted having a personal and 
sexual relationship with the man, Mr A, and 
accepted she broke professional boundaries. 

She admitted using her work phone to call 
Mr A between July 13, 2007 and August 
2008, in breach of the health trust’s rules. 

The panel dismissed an allegation that 
her actions in this regard were dishonest. 
Lellek was cleared of making phone calls to 
the man when it was inappropriate, namely 
when out of hours and when she was on hol¬ 
iday. Allegations that she failed to update 
Mr A’s care plan while treating him were 
dismissed because of insufficient evidence. 

Lellek, a senior mental health nurse with 
the North Shropshire Community Mental 
Health Team, denies her fitness to practise 
is currently impaired. She oversaw Mr A’s 
care during his treatment by the trust from 
September 2004 until he was discharged in 
July 2007. They then moved in together and 
remain a couple to this day.

PEOPLE in Powys are hav¬ 
ing to travel more than 50 
miles to get seen by a den¬ 
tist, it has been claimed. 

Montgomeryshire AM 
Russell George has now 
called on the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment to do more to improve 
public access to NHS dental 
services in the region. 

Mr George said there were 
constituents living in Welsh¬ 
pool and Newtown who had 
to travel to Machynlleth to 
try and register with an 
NHS dentist and had no 
guarantee of being success¬ 
ful. 

He said: “I do have real 
concerns regarding the lack 
of access to NHS dentists in 
Montgomeryshire. Having 
spoken recently to local den¬ 
tists, they have told me their 
current lists are full and 
there is no spare capacity to 
take on more patients. 

“I have one constituent in 
Newtown who has only two 
treatment options available 
to her to either register in 
Machynlleth or in Llanfair 
Caereinion. 

“That is a 50-mile round 
trip in either direction and 
as the person doesn’t drive, 
that is a challenging journey 
just to maintain good oral 
health; that’s just not good 
enough.” 

Mr George has raised his 
concerns with the First Min¬ 
ister, Carwyn Jones AM, 
who has said in response 
that he will now look into the 
issue.

it's a quiet life on Crescent 


ONE of the pitfalls of this col¬ 
umn is that sometimes you pick 
a street and you can’t find a soul 
to speak to. For love nor money. 

Balmoral Crescent, in Oswestry, is a 
case in point. On the day of my visit there 
are no visible signs of street life to speak 
of, and I get to wondering whether I 
should give in and go elsewhere. 

Mind you, it’s teeming down with rain. 
I decide to park my car by the bus stop and 
lie in wait. But of course, nobody seems to 
catching the bus today. Rain changes 
everything. 

I hear the sound of a man with an elec¬ 
tric saw, and when I pop my head into the 
garage from where the sound emanates, 
the man with the saw tells me that he’s 
merely a workman and that there’s no- 
one home. 

Actually, there are plenty of jobs being 
done on this quiet street, but none of 
them by the residents themselves, seem¬ 
ingly. They’ve all gone and got a man in. 

Across the road from the bus stop I see 
a man dart to his car and back. I make my 
move but Philip Whittall is already mak¬ 
ing his - he’s moving today for real. 

However, Philip is only going up the 
road - and in fact he only came from down 
the road. He’s not one for moving far, see. 

“In 1985 we moved to St James Cres¬ 
cent round the corner, and were there for 
five years,” he explains. 

“Then we moved to just over the road 
there, and then to here, so we’ve been 
here for about 16 years, and I’ve loved it. 

“And now I’m only moving up the road, 
so I must like it! That speaks for itself.

“It’s quiet, the school is close by and 
the bus service goes past. Everybody is 
very friendly -1 can’t fault it.” 

He points to the number of extensions 
on people’s houses - including his own - 
as proof that folk are happy to stay put. 

The quiet life on the crescent is great 
for the residents; rubbish for finding peo¬ 
ple who are up to interesting stuff on a 
random day. 

I get chatting to the chap over the road 
from Philip, who lives in the very house 
he used call home. Ray Cross moved here 
from the mid Wales coast to be nearer to 
his daughter and their granddaughter. 

“Our daughter moved to down the road 


and we looked for a place to be close to 
here. It’s lovely being able to look after 
our granddaughter when we can, to be 
able to pick her up from school when our 
daughter can’t make it.” 

Ray is full of beans and a champion of 
both the town and Shropshire councils. 

“They are the best councils I’ve ever 
lived under, ” says Ray, who has lived here 
for five years. He bangs on about how 
quick the council is to pick up any litter 
- not that there’s much of that, of course, 
but when there is any . .. “And when we 
had all those potholes because of the bad 
winters we were one of the first streets to 
get them sorted,” he continues. I begin to 


wonder if he actually works for the coun¬ 
cil (he doesn’t). 

“And they cut the grass verges. And a 
little truck comes round and puts salt on 
the pavements in winter. ” 

Resident Pam Fox looks familiar. I spot 
her walking down the street laden with 
shopping bags and dash over to have a 
word. Wherein she promptly disappears, 
which is impressive, only to reappear 
from an alleyway. When I finally catch up 
with her, it turns out I interviewed her 
for this column around 12 months ago 
when she was on Unicorn Road playing 
fields with her daughter and grand¬ 
daughter, visiting from Halifax. 


Like many residents, Pam came to Bal¬ 
moral Crescent to retire, but finds her¬ 
self busier than ever. 

Mind you, Pam is concerned about 
some standards of driving in Oswestry. 

“Oswestry is terrible!” she says. “I 
don’t know what it is, and it’s not just 
your young drivers either. 

“They don’t indicate, they park on 
double yellow lines, you see people driv¬ 
ing dangerously all the time. 

“I joke that it’s a good job we’ve got a 
hospital nearby at Gobowen!” 

Perhaps this is one of the reasons there 
is no-one around - wisely, everyone is 
staying safely indoors.

NEW walkways will be cre¬ 
ated in a park in Oswestry to 
make it easier for people to 
get to the town’s new multi¬ 
million pound medical cen¬ 
tre. 

The Primary Care Trust’s 
health centre, which is 
housed in the former Cam¬ 
brian Railway in Thomas 
Savin Close off Gobowen 
Road, was opened last year 
with a range of services. 

When it was built a walk¬ 
ing was created leading into 
Wilfred Owen Green and it 
is now being used daily.

Region is 
missing 
cash from 
tourism 

NORTH Shropshire and 
Oswestry are missing out on 
vital tourist income because 
not enough people are com¬ 
ing to visit their attractions, 
and those that do are not 
staying for long enough. 

Those are the findings of 
consultants who were asked 
by Shropshire Council to 
look at the area’s tourism 
industry. 

But the findings of 360 
Tourism Consulting suggest 
the area could do better. 

Only one out of every six 
visitors who spends a night 
in Shropshire does so in the 
north of the county or 
Oswestry, and the regions 
draw only one in six Shrop¬ 
shire day trippers. Between 
2005 and 2006, 2.2 million 
visitors came to the area and 
spent a total of £115million. 

This figure equals £73m 
from day visits and £42m 
from overnight visitors. 

While day trippers are 
regularly making a return 
journey, they only spend an 
average of four hours in the 
area. There are 2,850 jobs 
linked to tourism in the 
North Shropshire and 
Oswestry areas, but there 
are concerns that these 
could be affected. 

Ideas to boost visits 
include making better use of 
markets, heritage, attrac¬ 
tions such as airfields and 
churches, and links to fig¬ 
ures such as war poet Wil¬ 
fred Owen.

A JOINT public inquiry will be held into 
two plans for onshore windfarms in Powys. 

These refer to applications made by Vat¬ 
tenfall for the Llanbadarn Fynydd scheme 
(130-250 MW), and RWE npower renew¬ 
ables for the Carnedd Wen scheme (59.5 
MW), for development consent under sec¬ 
tion 36 of the Electricity Act 1989. 

Under the process, if a relevant planning 
authority objects to an application, the Gov¬ 
ernment is obliged to call a public inquiry. 

Powys County Council has objected to 
both the Llanbadarn Fynydd scheme and 
the Carnedd Wen scheme, triggering a pub¬ 
lic inquiry. 

Charles Hendry, Minister of State for 
Energy, said: “The County Council in Powys 
has maintained its objection to these two 
proposals for windfarms in mid-Wales. 

“In these circumstances the legislation 
provides for a public inquiry at which all the 
evidence will be independently examined 
before ministers make a final decision.”

DEVELOPERS working on retirement 
apartments in Ellesmere have decided 
to name the new site after local heroine 
Eglantyne Jebb.

A FOUNDATION set up in 
memory of a Shropshire 
schoolgirl is continuing to 
establish lasting legacies.

Hartey from Bronygarth 
near Oswestry set up in the

The foundation has also 
announced it has agreed to 
sponsor Morda United Foot¬ 
ball Club for a second year 
running to the tune of £500. 

And foundation bosses 
themselves have thanked 
Oswestry estate agents Mor¬ 
ris Marshall & Poole for a 
donation of £150. The com¬ 
pany, which is celebrating 
150 years of business, nomi¬ 
nated the foundation as its 
preferred charity.

The site lies between the 
town’s disused rail line and 
the Gobowen Road, close to 
the Old Oswestry Hill fort. 

Regular weekly volunteer 
sessions have been held 
since November and they 
have seen the project 
develop quickly. 

Andrew Tullo, a 
spokesman for the project, 
spoke to Heart of England in 
Bloom judges to update 
them on the progress. 

He said: “The next phase 
of the orchard is to plant 
another 150 trees.

“In the space of six 
months we will see an 
avenue of apple and pear 
fruit trees. I am optimistic 
that we will be able to pro¬ 
duce local crop and local 
varieties grown by local peo¬ 
ple for consumption. 

“We have reason to 
believe we are on time and 
we have a lot of wide ranging 
ages of volunteers that have 
a great deal of enthusiasm.” 

He said the project volun¬ 
teers were particularly keen 
on the wildlife and biodiver¬ 
sity of the site. 

Since the project started 
they have had a number of 
people helping out, from 
skilled workers for hedge 
laying to those carrying out 
their Duke of Edinburgh 
awards. 

Oswestry Councillor 
Betty Gull said: “I am look¬ 
ing forward to getting my 
teeth into the fruit. 

“It is a superb use of the 
land that would have been 
so easy to say this is and old 
railway line with nothing 
done to it let’s forget about 
it. But we didn’t. 

“It is the next stage I am 
looking forward to - tasting 
the fruit.”

Landowner Mr John 
Pierce began charging for 
car parking at the market at 
Ley Farm, between 8.30am 
and 11.30am, saying the cost 
of clearing up the site had 
risen.

Inspector Nick Evans 
said: “A lot of drivers display 
a total disregard and igno¬ 
rance for other road users. 

“When they abandon 
their cars on pavements or 
grass verges they not only 
obstruct the free flow of traf¬ 
fic on a very busy road but 
more worryingly they cause 
a hazard obstructing a clear 
view for other motorists and 
obstruct pedestrians’ right 
of way which could lead to a 
collision and injury.” 

Chirk councillor Ian 
Roberts congratulated the 
police for the decision to 
clamp down on the parking. 


Love of film led Ruth to life 
bringing art to community

WHEN she set off in life Ruth Carter had no idea that she would end 
up in Oswestry where she is now co-founder of film-screening com¬ 
pany Kinokulture. 

Ruth is film programmer at the company which puts on a number of different films 
across the town in arts venues and theatres. 

With the help of her partner Ian, who also helped found Kinokulture, the 49-year-old has 
managed to spread her love of film to others in the area. 

“I have always enjoyed watching films having grown up with quirky old cinemas screen¬ 
ing all nighters,” she said. “But I fell in love 
with film while studying at university.” 

Ruth grew up in Sheffield before arriving 
in Llanfyllin in 1996. 

She has always had an artistic back¬ 
ground and when she left school at 16 years 
old she studied textiles and fashion design. 

This led her to work in theatre costume 
and she also ran her own textile design com¬ 
pany. 

Ruth moved to the area to bring up her 
two children, Joe and Millie. After they were 
born she decided it was time to change direc¬ 
tion and started to study for a degree in Fine 
Art. 

This was when the film bug bit. 

She said: “As a mature student I gradu¬ 
ated from Sheffield Hallam University with 
a degree in Fine Art and have since studied 
screen writing, script editing and trained in 
broadcast camera techniques. I have also 
trained to work with young people in the 
youth justice system and with the Independ¬ 
ent Cinema Office in various aspects of film 
programming and developing film festi¬ 
vals.” 

She decided to move to Oswestry with her 
partner in 2010 when her children left 
home. 

The pair now work with the community to 
make film more accessible to all people. 

“I really enjoy working with other groups 
and organisations like the Oswestry Festival 
of The Word, Oswestry Food and Drink Fes¬ 


tival, the Town Museum and Heritage Open 
Day forum in bringing cinema back into the 
community,” she said. “I love the reactions 
of audiences when they come out of a screen¬ 
ing and hearing the chatter and buzz as they 
talk with one another about the film. 

“I also enjoy the interesting connections 
and collaborative opportunities that emerge 
through discussing ideas with other artists, 
groups and events. 

“Working with young people and seeing 
them come together as a team, sharing their 
ideas and skills and building confidence 
through film-making projects can some¬ 
times be quite challenging but is incredibly 
rewarding, especially when they go on to 
make their own films.” 

When looking back at her life so far Ruth 
says: “I have got here through a meandering 
path I suppose, but one that has always fol¬ 
lowed a particular route although I may not 
have been aware of it at the time. 

“One idea leads to another and opportu¬ 
nities present themselves along the way.”

They have warned that if the school build¬ 
ing is lost there will be ‘nothing left’ in the 
village. 

Councillor Pam Broomby, chairwoman of 
Oswestry Rural Parish Council, said having 
the potential valuation was an important 
step in allowing campaigners to decide 
whether it was feasible to mount an appeal 
to keep the building for the community. 

She said: “The valuation will be fed back 
to the community group who are looking at 
whether to try to keep the building.”

COUNCIL chiefs in 
Oswestry are learning from 
the success of other award¬ 
winning markets in the 
county to ensure their own 
traditional markets thrive 
in the future.

Mr Clough said: “After 
establishing the market 
rights for Ludlow, the town 
council invested in new per¬ 
manent stalls which offer a 
greater covering in poor 
weather conditions and are 
also stronger cosmetically.” 

Mr Clough said other 
improvements included the 
introduction of speciality 
markets, concessions to 
traders for good attendance 
and a close working relation¬ 
ship with tourism bosses to 
incorporate the market into 
their overall tourism offer¬ 
ing. 


Parking fees 
hit shoppers 

THE pricing structure used by Oswestry Town Council for its car 
parks does not encourage people to stay for long in the town, a coun¬ 
cillor has claimed. 

Councillor Saffron Rainey has called for the council to look again at its pricing regime to 
ensure it is getting the maximum ‘dwell time’ from visitors. 

The councillor told a meeting of the council’s markets and car parks committee that the 
authority should look at introducing pay on exit arrangements to replace its current pay 
and display schemes.

Bank shuts for 
access work 

A HIGH street bank in Oswestry will be 
closing its doors for two weeks to make its 
entrance disabled access-friendly. 

Santander, on The Cross, has been given 
planning permission to lower its entrance 
door, remove two steps and carry out inter¬ 
nal refurbishment inside. This is so people 
with wheelchairs and pushchairs can enter 
the building to carry out business. 

The work is due to be carried out for two 
weeks from Monday which means it will not 
be open to customers. 

While the bank is closed its customers are 
advised to use the phone or internet for 
their banking needs or else find a branch 
elsewhere. 

A spokesperson for Santander said: “Cus¬ 
tomers can access their accounts over the 
phone or internet or at any other Santander 
branch. 

“We apologise to customers for any incon¬ 
venience while these essential works are 
carried out.” 


He said the current pricing structure 
meant the best value of money ticket was for 
two hours and this encourage many people 
to leave the town after the two hours were 
up even if they had intended to stay longer. 

Councillor Rainey said the town council 
should follow the example of large shopping 
centres which use a key statistic called 
‘dwell time’ to study how parking pricing 
structures affect how long shoppers stay. 

He said: “Our car parking pricing does 
not promote dwelling in Oswestry. It pro¬ 
motes coming in and out very quickly. 

Policy 

“We should be considering how to 
improve our dwell time. Our job is not only 
to make income but also make the town as 
viable as possible. 

“We should look at policy changes to pay¬ 
ing on exit rather than on arrival.” 

Councillor Steve Haworth said he too had 
concerns about how parking prices 
impacted on the behaviour of people coming 
into Oswestry. 

But Councillor Betty Gull said the coun¬ 
cil’s hands were tied on many aspects of the 
pricing structures in its car parks because it 
had been agreed that certain car parks 
should be deemed as short stay while others 
should be long stay. 

And town mayor Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett pointed out most car parks in Shrop¬ 
shire were pay and display because pay on 
exit arrangements could be troublesome.

Second chance for mother duck 


THERE are two great reasons to look deeper 
into the wildlife of Shrewsbury and the sur¬ 
rounding countryside. Firstly there is a 
menagerie of bizarre and relatively unknown 
species to explore. Secondly, there is a 
menagerie of bizarre and relatively unknown 
facts about a variety of well-known species. 

This week I’d like to plump for the latter. There is a bird 
here in Shrewsbury that usually nests on a river bank, but 
not always near water. It is highly gregarious outside of the 
breeding season and forms large flocks which are known as 
sords. Its name is derived from the Old French malart or 
mallart, meaning ‘wild drake’. Yes, it’s the Mallard Duck 
and this month may well be the last chance to see a new 
brood of ducklings as July and early August are usually the 
time the females will decided to lay again if their first clutch 
failed. 

Mallards are a very beginner-bird-watcher-friendly bird. 
They are the archetypal and most recognisable of all the 
ducks and are the ancestors of many breeds of domestic 
duck, readily interbreeding with them. Think ducks and 
you think water, and happily, mallards are found wherever 
there is water, from rivers and lakes to remote ponds and 
coastal marshes. Indeed it is their adaptability to all kinds

of environment that has brought mallards to towns and 
parks. 

After females have hatched out their brood, usually in 
April and May, you’ll stop seeing the drakes with them. 
Whilst the females sit on the eggs, the males will be finding 
other groups of like-minded drakes, tending to stay as a 
masculine assemblage for several weeks until the June 
moult which will be happening around now. 

However, some rather shifty mallard drakes will remain 
on standby, close to the nesting female. Here they will wait, 
ready to sire replacement clutches, forcibly mate with 
females that appear to be isolated or breed with unattached 
ones, regardless of their species and whether or not they 
have a brood of ducklings. 

If and when the mother hatches a successful brood, the 
ducklings will not be taken straight to water. Indeed, the 


nest is often situated many metres from the nearest water 
source (I recently ushered a brood from the Shrewsbury 
Tourist Information Centre to the Severn at The Armoury) 
and if the mother chose a high point on which to build her 
nest (very wise on account of ground predators) the duck¬ 
lings may have to leap from their dwelling, just to start their 
journey. No, instead the youngsters will stay in the nest for 
at least 10 hours while they dry and get used to using their 
legs. Then, usually in the early morning, the female leads 
them to water. 

It will be 50-60 days before they become independent and 
they cannot survive without their mother, who protects 
them and leads them to the best feeding areas. She will also 
give them warmth at night, which will usually take the form 
of a ‘cuddle’ on the bank side, or better still an island. If the 
nest was located nearby, the family will return there for the 
night. But on top of all of this, the female Mallard simply 
makes her ducklings; ducks. 

When they’re first born, the ducklings are super fluffy. 
Natural selection has given them a warm coat and a shock 
absorber, but not a waterproofing. However, being a duck, 
water-resistance is pretty important and the oils to glaze 
their feathers, comes from that ever-present mentor, their 
mother.

Pictures tell their own story 



The aftermath of the devastating fire which destroyed Woodside School in May 1986. Children enjoying the brand new Woodside School which opened in September 1988. 


THESE two pictures tell their 
own story of a event in the 
1980s which sent shockwaves 
throughout Oswestry, but ulti¬ 
mately proved to be an uplifting 
triumph over adversity. 

On the evening of Saturday, May 3, 
1986, Woodside School was completely 
destroyed in an arson attack. The flames 
quickly spread through the 50-year-old 
wooden classrooms, reducing them to a

smouldering pile of ashes. Out of 14 
classes, only three survived. Also 
destroyed were the main hall, offices and 
toilets. 

During the height of the blaze families 
living nearby in Gittin Street had to be 
evacuated. 

The attack left the community shocked 
and angry, but immediately staff and 
education officials organised temporary 


classrooms, determined to keep the 
spirit of Woodside alive. 

Parents and friends also rallied 
together, raising funds to buy equipment 
lost in the blaze. 

Donation 

Events included a coffee morning, 
market stall, variety night, a sponsored 
cycle ride, sponsored walk, and fashion 
show. The town council made a £500 
donation towards equipment to help get 
the school back on its feet. 


In the immediate aftermath, some of 
the school's 400-plus pupils were housed 
at three different parts of Fitzalan 
School in Oswestry, while two other jun¬ 
ior classes found themselves for the first 
five weeks in Oswestry Memorial Hall. 

A disused classroom at Woodside was 
also brought back into service. But by 
September 1986 all pupils were back on 
one site at Woodside in demountable 
classrooms. 

Graham Ladley, who had been acting 
head of Woodside for only three weeks at 


the time of the blaze, was later made per¬ 
manent head. 

Amid the devastation and disruption, 
there was a silver lining. A new school 
was built. 

It was to open its doors in September 
1988, although not all of the children 
were able to move in immediately. Two 
classes had to remain in demountable 
classes until building work was com¬ 
pleted. 

As for the arsonist, as far as we know, 
he was never caught. 


Funding 
cut faced 
by flood 
schemes 

SIGNIFICANT cuts will be 
made to the amount of 
money the Welsh Assembly 
will spend on flood defences 
in Wales. 

Just weeks after Mid and 
West Wales were hit by seri¬ 
ous floods, AMs have been 
told the budget for coping 
with flooding and coastal 
erosion faces a cut of £30m 
over the next four years. 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, called the 
decision ‘irrational’ saying 
the recent flooding near 
Aberystwyth was the perfect 
example why more work is 
needed. 

Welsh Assembly ministers 
blamed reduced funding 
from the UK Treasury in the 
block grant. It spent £68m 
on flood and coastal risk 
management two years ago 
and £53m last year, but it 
will fall to £37m in 2014/15. 

John Griffiths, environ¬ 
ment minister, said the gov¬ 
ernment would look at other 
ways to maximise invest¬ 
ment on flood risk manage¬ 
ment. 

Mr George said: “No-one 
should be under any illusion 
about the threat posed by 
flooding - particularly given 
recent events in Mid Wales. 
It is incumbent upon the 
government to take steps to 
alleviate the causes of flood¬ 
ing. 

“Slashing the amount of 
funding directed at that is 
irrational.”

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Loss of base 
puts group 
in jeopardy 

A THEATRE company in Oswestry, due to cel¬ 
ebrate its 50th anniversary, fears it could fold 
because its workshop has been put up for 
sale. 

Oswestry Musical Theatre Company officials say it is fac¬ 
ing a ‘huge dilemma’ in the next couple of months with 


nowhere to store perform¬ 
ance props. 

Organisers say its next 
performance could be its 
last. 

The group currently uses 
St David’s Church in 
Oswestry as a scenery store 
and a workshop. But mem¬ 
bers have been told the 
building’s owners, The Dio¬ 
cese of Lichfield, has been 
given planning permission 
to turn it into offices. The 
diocese now wants to put the 
church up for sale which 
would leave the theatre com¬ 
pany until the end of the 
year to find new space. 

Director of the group’s 
current show, Mark Lord, 
said if nowhere was found 
the next show could be its 
last. 

“Hiring scenery is not an 
option because of the dimen¬ 
sions of the stage,” he said. 

“Without facilities to 
make scenery and store 
materials that can be 
reused, the company’s next 
production Aladdin may 
well be the last.”

Ford engineers have produced a 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost which uses low-inertia turbos to 
deliver power quickly when the throttle is 
opened from low RPM and deliver high power 
at turbine speeds of up to 248,000 RPM. 

The new 100PS delivers best-in-class com¬ 
bined fuel efficiency of 58.9mpg and C02 emis¬ 
sions of 109g/km. The 125PS model returns 
56.5mpg with C02 emissions of 114g/km. 

In its first full month of sales across Europe, 
more than 4,700 customers ordered a Focus 
1.0-litre EcoBoost, accounting for nearly a 
quarter of all Ford Focus cars ordered in Ford’s 
19 traditional European markets. 

Ford of Europe plans to triple annual produc¬ 
tion of vehicles equipped with efficient Eco¬ 
Boost petrol engines to approximately 480,000 
by 2015, from 141,000 in 2011. The company 
projects that more than 300,000 of those vehi¬ 
cles will be equipped with the 1.0-litre Eco¬ 
Boost.

£85 respectively in subsequent years. 

Company car drivers will see attractive ben- 
efit-in-kind rates of 13 per cent in 2012/2013 
equating to savings on a Focus Zetec of up to 
£32 per month at the 40 per cent tax level ver¬ 
sus the current 1.6-litre 105 and 125PS 
engines. 

The number of cylinders no longer dictate 
performance it seems and the Focus on test was 
good to drive and as responsive as its bigger 
brothers. 

Inside Ford have tweaked the cabin to give it 
an up-market feel and there’s strong brakes 
and the usual slick gear change that you always 
get from Ford. It’s also quiet in the cabin with 
plenty of leg space up front and in the rear. 

The Focus is well protected with airbags all 
around and every model comes with full elec¬ 
tronic stability control. 

Torque vectoring brings a significant 
advance in performance and safety. This clever 
electronic system uses the ESP and brakes to 
distribute drive to the front wheel with the 
most traction elevating cornering agility and 
stability way above the class norm. 

Air-conditioning is standard across the 
range, while stepping up to Zetec trim gets you 
a DAB radio and Bluetooth. Stepping up to to 
Titanium provides an up-market stereo that 
gives the cabin a real lift.

Drive my car - it's a hit 
from a modern Beetle 



The Beetle’s 1.4-litre engine delivers a performance that belies its size 



My first car was a 
green VW Beetle and I 
have fond memories 
of learning to drive 
and after passing my 
test exploring the 
country with my new 
found freedom. It 
wasn’t always plain 
sailing and having 
some mechanical 
ability certainly 
helped. Nevertheless, 
I have always held 
the Beetle in high 
esteem. 

Some pundits have sug¬ 
gested that new Beetle has 
evolved from the original: I dis¬ 
agree. If you take a look at the 
Porsche 911 you can see a 
direct line back to the original. 
Not so with the Beetle, the new 
one has front engine, front 
wheel drive so for me it is a 
homage to the original. If this 
sounds like I disapprove of the 
new Beetle then you are mis¬ 
taken. 

For a start the latest incar¬ 


nation of the Beetle has moved 
forward the latest shape the 
most obvious change being the 
rear light clusters which I was 
not struck on. It is only when 
you compare directly with the 
model before you see the sig¬ 
nificant body changes that 
have been made. That said it is 
still unmistakably a Beetle. 

Opening the driver’s door 
reveals a colour coded dash¬ 
board that is not dissimilar to 


my first car and gives a perspec¬ 
tive which I think is unique in 
today’s cars. The dashboard is 
clearly laid out with what has to 
be the largest fuel gauge I have 
ever seen. Then I spotted the 
Fender decal on the door speak¬ 
ers. This is a £500 upgrade that 
gives 400watts of power a sub¬ 
woofer in the boot and illumi¬ 
nated door speakers. It is worth 
every penny if you enjoy listen¬ 
ing to your music. 


What does differ dramati¬ 
cally from my first car is the 
performance and the handling. 
The 1.4 engine is a peach and 
sometimes it is difficult, 
because of the performance to 
believe it is not bigger. It pulls 
with an eagerness that encour¬ 
ages you to explore its full 
power. A combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 40mpg also means 
that this performance does not 
need to break the bank. 


Handling is superb and the 
Beetle can be thrown into cor¬ 
ners confidently with suspen¬ 
sion that is perfectly matched 
to the performance. Steering 
is precise and allows you to 
place the car accurately on the 
road. As a driver’s car the Bee¬ 
tle does not disappoint and the 
levels of grip available mean 
that it is sportier than it first 
appears. 

So it is unfair to compare the 
new Beetle with the old? I 
think it is. 

Cult 

The original Beetle has a 
cult following and hails from a 
different era when require¬ 
ments for cars in a competitive 
market were not as strenuous 
as they are now. But, the new 
Beetle has much to commend 
it. From a performance per¬ 
spective the Beetle provides 
great fun from its 1.4 engine. 
Handling is up there with cars 
with far more sporty preten¬ 
sions and it is practical too. 

Is it a worthy successor to 
the original? I think unequivo¬ 
cally it has to be yes. Purists 
will probably hate it but the 
new Beetle still has no equal in 
the looks stakes and with mod¬ 
ern performance it is difficult 
to fault.

Let me be frank; the 
Nissan Qashqai has 
never featured on my 
radar of cars I wanted 
to drive, not in small 
measure due to the 
inane adverts that fea¬ 
tured the car in differ¬ 
ent urban en¬ 
vironments. 

So when I was asked to test 
one I have to say that I was not 
looking forward to the experi¬ 
ence. 

However, I am glad I did keep 
an open mind because what I dis¬ 
covered is that Nissan have a little 
gem hidden behind an ad agency’s 
idea of attracting customers. 

Familiar 

At first glance the Qashqai 
looks almost familiar. It wasn’t 
until I was driving that I realised 
how many there are on the road. 
With a high driving position it 
creates a feeling of security and 
unlike many of its contempo¬ 
raries it is easy to gauge the 
extremes of the bodywork so is 
very easy to park and manoeuvre 
in tight spaces. 

On the inside things only get 
better. Comfortable seats and an 
a well laid out dash means that it 
is easy to become familiar almost 


instantly and after a very short 
while it does feel like you’ve 
owned the car for years. Please 
don’t think that this translates 
to bland. 

I was due to take a long trip 
down to the Southwest coast and 
was unsure as to what to expect. 
However after a short distance 
driving I was impressed by the 
comfort levels and this did not 
change all the time I was in the 
car. 

After four hours of driving I 
felt no fatigue at all. The engine 
is a 1.6 litre diesel, but you would 
be forgiven for thinking it was 
bigger. Driving along the motor¬ 


way I was impressed by the 
amount of reserve power that 
always seemed to be available 
and you never feel like you are 
pushing the engine. The six 
speed gearbox is effortless to use 
with well-spaced ratios. 

Also the Qashqai is two wheel 
drive so the fuel consumption 
does not suffer from the extra 
drag of all the extra drive train, 
so 60mpg is the result which for a 
car the size of the Qashqai is 
remarkable. 

From a handling perspective I 
was impressed not only with the 
comfort levels afforded on the 
motorway but also the ability to 


hold its composure on country 
lanes. The Qashqai provides 
surefooted handling no matter 
what the road conditions. 

As a practical proposition the 
Qashqai has a well proportioned 
boot which swallows up family 
luggage with ease combined with 
the impressive comfort levels 
and fantastic fuel economy it is 
not difficult to see why Nissan 
have sold over a million world¬ 
wide. 

If you are looking for an every¬ 
day family car that seems not to 
have any flaws then I would rec¬ 
ommend a good look at the 
Qashqai.

Council leader fears £80k 
salary for boss is too low 


THE £80,000-a-year salary being offered to run Shropshire Council 
services at a profit would have been much higher if officers had had 
their way, the authority’s leader has claimed. 

Keith Barrow said council staff urged him to offer £130,000 to tempt applicants to run 
the new company, called Inspiring Partnerships & Enterprise, which is owned by Shrop¬ 
shire Council and being set up to run a number of its services at a profit. 

Mr Barrow, who will act as the company’s unpaid chairman, is overseeing the recruit-

Wheely bins 
on fire at flats 

A WHEELY bin fire at flats in Shrewsbury 
which spread to a communal corridor had to 
be put out by firefighters. 

The blaze in York Road, Harlescott, 
threatened to spread to a block of flats after 
being reported just after 4.30am last Sun¬ 
day. A spokesman for Shropshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said nobody was harmed or 
had to be evacuated as a result of the blaze, 
which was brought under control by about 
5am. Fire investigators said they are not 
treating the fire as suspicious. 

Steve Purslow, fire investigator at 
Shrewsbury fire station, said the blaze 
caused ‘superficial’ outside damage to a 
communal corridor at the flats, but did not 
spread inside the building. 

He said: “There were three or four 
wheelie bins involved around the back of 
the properties but they were soon brought 
under control. Initially we thought it may 
have been deliberate but we now think the 
most likely cause was an accidental one.”

But he claimed that he was urged to offer 
far more, and said he now found himself in 
the position of defending a council salary 
that some considered to be too low. 

He said Shropshire Council chief execu¬ 
tive Kim Ryley earned £180,000 a year. 

“Officers don’t believe we can attract the 
right person for £80k,” he said in a discus¬ 
sion on Twitter. 

“I am going against advice by advertising 
at £80k but I believe the days of high council 
executive salaries are dead. 

“My council advisors say that it needs 
£130k plus to get anyone decent, I say 
they’re wrong.” 

He added: “£80k is a good salary in Shrop¬ 
shire and (we) need someone who is moti¬ 
vated by something other than cash.” 

He added: “Since I got this job everyone 
keeps attacking high salaries, when I try to 
change that I have to defend my actions on 
radio. Ironic or what?” 

Councillor Barrow claimed there had 
already been a number of applicants. 

“I have said that officers do not believe 
that anyone good will apply for a miserable 
£80k and I know they are wrong, hopefully. ” 

He added: “One thing for sure is that 
none of the current senior managers will 
apply at that salary because they all earn 
more!”

Will this farm be handed 
to the next generation?

Fifth generation dairy 
farmer Tim Dale from Ford, 
near Shrewsbury, fears he 
may be the last unless milk 
price cuts imposed by 
buyers are reversed 


TIM Dale is a fifth generation 
dairy farmer with 400 acres of 
land at Ford, near Shrewsbury. 

But he fears that he may well be the last, 
and unless price cuts imposed by milk buy¬ 
ers are reversed, his three young sons 
won’t have the opportunity of taking over 
the family business. 

“Every litre of milk I produce is going to 
cost me five pence,” says the 36-year-old, 
who has 240 cows producing 2.4 million 
litres of milk every year. 

Thanks to the 2p cut introduced in 
April, and the 2p cut planned for August 1, 
Mr Dale estimates he is going to lose 
£100,000 a year. 

“It’s a challenge,” he admits, with 
understatement, and although he laughs 
when he says it, there’s really nothing 
funny about his situation. 

“I try to look at these things optimisti¬ 
cally,” he adds, “I’ve been going through 
my sums very carefully and I’m confident, 
personally, that I can see the winter out. 

“But there are others, I have no doubt, 
who will run out of cash before the winter 
and they’ll have to sell their cows off if the 
present situation continues.” 

Quality 

And when the latest cuts come in, Mr 
Dale knows it will be only a matter of time 
until he too has to turn his back on the 
dairy industry. 

“We cannot stand it for ever,” he warns. 

“There will come a point when you have 
to say enough is enough and you have to 
stop producing milk. 

“But I hope that it does not come to that. 

“Given the way things are at the 
moment I might be able to make a little bit 
of money as an arable farmer.” 

But he says dairy farming has been in 
the family for generations and he would 
hate to be forced out - dairy farming is 
what he does, he’s good at it, and he is pro¬ 
viding a quality product. 

Mr Dale said he and his wife Laura 
hoped to build up the business in the hope 
that their sons - Freddie, aged four, Alex, 
aged two, and six-month-old Matthew - 
would have the opportunity of following in 
their footsteps. 

“I would like them to have the chance,” 
he says, but he knows that chance is fading 
with every price cut forced upon him. 

“It makes me angry,” he adds, pointing 
out that milk is a product that does well for 
supermarkets and is one of those everyday 
essentials that gets people through their 
doors. 

“Instead of screwing us down on price 
continually they should be grateful for 
having it and be glad to pay us a premium 
for it. 

“At the moment the price they pay is 
causing permanent damage to the supply 
chain and risks not having it available on 
a local basis in a few years’ time. ” Another 
Shropshire farmer, Rob Kynaston, shares 
Mr Dale’s gloomy outlook. 

Mr Kynaston has 80 milking cows on 
200 acres at Halfway House, near Shrews¬ 
bury. 

At the moment he’s making a 1.2p profit 
on each of the 600,000 litres his farm pro¬ 


duces each year. But if the co-operative he 
sells his milk to decides to cut its prices by 2p 
a litre later this year, following on from a 2p 
cut imposed in April, he’s going to be mak¬ 
ing a loss. 

“I have the advantage that I own my farm, 
so the bank will lend me money because I’ve 
got assets,” he says. 

“I can borrow money, but it’s not sustain¬ 
able.” 

Farmers without assets will find it harder 
to borrow, he adds. 

“The thing with land is that you can do 
other things with it, such as grow crops, you 
don’t have to milk cows, but it means many 
people will walk away.” 

Many jobs depend on the dairy industry, 
he points out, not just farmworkers, and if 
the industry suffers those workers will also 
pay the price. 

“When a bottle of mineral water costs 
more than a litre of milk there’s either some¬ 
thing wrong with people’s buying choices or 
the pricing system.” 

Mr Kynaston, a father of two, has been in 
the industry for over 30 years. 

His father and grandfather were both 
dairy farmers, and he genuinely loves the 
job. 

But he says supermarkets have chosen to 
sell milk at a loss in order to bring people 
into their shops, and are making the farmers 
pay the price. 


He believes that most shoppers don’t 
really notice the price of milk, and a extra 
two pence on a pint, or 20p a week, would 
not really affect them. 

“But,” he says, “it would make a terrific 
difference to farmers.” 

John Mercer, the NFU’s regional director, 
said: “When we’re shuffling around the 
supermarket it’s very easy to drop that two 
litre bottle of milk in the trolley and not give 
the price a second thought. 

“But an extra couple of pence at the till 
could be the difference between a Shrop¬ 
shire dairy farmer staying in business or 
going bust. 

Choices 

“As shoppers we’re all facing difficult 
buying choices and cost is a big factor, espe¬ 
cially given that we all have to stretch that 
cash a little further. 

“For Shropshire dairy farmers and the 
National Farmers’ Union, however, price 
is everything and seeing the big processors 
cutting just a few pence off the price of 
milk at the farm gate, before it heads off to 
the supermarkets, makes a big, big differ¬ 
ence. 

“It’s the difference for farmers of being 
able to pay the bills or not, to invest in the 
business or not, or to have a secure future 
... or not. 

“The NFU has drawn a line in the sand. 


We are negotiating hard and building rela¬ 
tionships, but dairy is at a crisis point and 
farmers are taking a battering from those 
trying to pass their losses on to them. 

“In the past few days Robert Wiseman 
Dairies, Aria Foods UK and Dairy Crest 
have all announced cuts to their milk 
prices of 1.7 pence per litre, two pence per 
litre and 1.65 pence per litre respectively. 

“This comes on the back of further sig¬ 
nificant cuts in recent months, and the lat¬ 
est round will hit our dairy farmers hard. 

“Most already get paid well below the 
break-even point. Production costs are 
estimated at around 30 pence per litre, but 
most farmers are being paid around 26 
pence per litre, and this will drop to 24 
pence if these cuts go ahead. 

“Let me make this clear, this is not about 
grumbling farmers, this is about a real 
problem which has the potential to rock 
the rural economy and an industry which 
employs over 80,000 people. 

“Shropshire farmers are a hi-tech, effi¬ 
cient bunch working professionally, sup¬ 
plying great produce to high welfare 
standards but even the most efficient farm 
business struggles given the average cur¬ 
rent price being passed back at farm gate. 

“We know there is big profit for others in 
the dairy sector.”

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Drive my car - it's a hit 
from a modern Beetle 



MY first car was a green 
VW Beetle and I have 
fond memories of learn¬ 
ing to drive and after 
passing my test explor¬ 
ing the country with my 
new found freedom. It 
wasn’t always plain sail¬ 
ing and having some 
mechanical ability cer¬ 
tainly helped. Neverthe¬ 
less, I have always held 
the Beetle in high 
esteem. 

Evolved 

Some pundits have suggested 
that new Beetle has evolved from 
the original: I disagree. If you take 
a look at the Porsche 911 you can 
see a direct line back to the origi¬ 
nal. Not so with the Beetle, the 
new one has front engine, front 
wheel drive so for me it is a homage 
to the original. If this sounds like I 
disapprove of the new Beetle then 
you are mistaken. 

For a start the latest incarnation 
of the Beetle has moved forward 
the latest shape the most obvious 



change being the rear light clus¬ 
ters which I was not struck on. It is 
only when you compare directly 
with the model before you see the 
significant body changes that have 
been made. That said it is still 
unmistakably a Beetle. 

Opening the driver’s door 
reveals a colour coded dashboard 
that is not dissimilar to my first car 


and gives a perspective which I 
think is unique in today’s cars. The 
dashboard is clearly laid out with 
what has to be the largest fuel 
gauge I have ever seen. Then I 
spotted the Fender decal on the 
door speakers. This is a £500 
upgrade that gives 400watts of 
power a subwoofer in the boot and 
illuminated door speakers. It is 


worth every penny if you enjoy lis¬ 
tening to your music. 

What does differ dramatically 
from my first car is the perform¬ 
ance and the handling. The 1.4 
engine is a peach and sometimes it 
is difficult, because of the perform¬ 
ance to believe it is not bigger. It 
pulls with an eagerness that 
encourages you to explore its full 


power. A combined fuel consump¬ 
tion of 40mpg also means that this 
performance does not need to 
break the bank. 

Handling is superb and the Bee¬ 
tle can be thrown into corners con¬ 
fidently with suspension that is 
perfectly matched to the perform¬ 
ance. Steering is precise and 
allows you to place the car accu¬ 
rately on the road. As a driver’s car 
the Beetle does not disappoint and 
the levels of grip available mean 
that it is sportier than it first 
appears. 

So it is unfair to compare the 
new Beetle with the old? I think it 
is. 

Cult 

The original Beetle has a cult 
following and hails from a differ¬ 
ent era when requirements for 
cars in a competitive market were 
not as strenuous as they are now. 
But, the new Beetle has much to 
commend it. From a performance 
perspective the Beetle provides 
great fun from its 1.4 engine. Han¬ 
dling is up there with cars with far 
more sporty pretensions and it is 
practical too. 

Is it a worthy successor to the 
original? I think unequivocally it 
has to be yes. Purists will probably 
hate it but the new Beetle still has 
no equal in the looks stakes and 
with modern performance it is dif¬ 
ficult to fault.

Let me be frank; the Nis¬ 
san Qashqai has never 
featured on my radar of 
cars I wanted to drive, 
not in small measure due 
to the inane adverts that 
featured the car in dif¬ 
ferent urban environ¬ 
ments. 

So when I was asked to test 
one I have to say that I was not 
looking forward to the experi¬ 
ence. 

However, I am glad I did keep an 
open mind because what I discov¬ 
ered is that Nissan have a little gem 
hidden behind an ad agency’s idea 
of attracting customers. 

Familiar 

At first glance the Qashqai looks 
almost familiar. It wasn’t until I 
was driving that I realised how 
many there are on the road. With a 
high driving position it creates a 
feeling of security and unlike many 
of its contemporaries it is easy to 
gauge the extremes of the bodywork 
so is very easy to park and manoeu¬ 
vre in tight spaces. 

On the inside things only get bet¬ 
ter. Comfortable seats and an a well 
laid out dash means that it is easy to 
become familiar almost instantly 
and after a very short while it does 
feel like you’ve owned the car for 
years. Please don’t think that this 
translates to bland. 

I was due to take a 
long trip down to the 
Southwest coast and 
was unsure as to 
what to expect. How¬ 
ever after a short dis¬ 
tance driving I was 


impressed by the comfort levels and 
this did not change all the time I 
was in the car. 

After four hours of driving I felt no 
fatigue at all. The engine is a 1.6 litre 
diesel, but you would be forgiven for 
thinking it was bigger. Driving along 
the motorway I was impressed by the 
amount of reserve power that always 
seemed to be available and you never 
feel like you are pushing the engine. 
The six speed gearbox is effortless to 
use with well-spaced ratios. 

Also the Qashqai is two wheel 
drive so the fuel consumption does 
not suffer from the extra drag of all 
the extra drive train, so 60mpg is the 
result which for a car the size of the 
Qashqai is remarkable. 

From a handling perspective I was 
impressed not only with the comfort 
levels afforded on the motorway but 
also the ability to hold its composure 
on country lanes. The Qashqai pro¬ 
vides surefooted han¬ 
dling no matter what 
the road conditions. 

As a practical propo¬ 
sition the Qashqai has 
a well proportioned 
boot which swallows 
up family luggage 


with ease combined with the impres¬ 
sive comfort levels and fantastic fuel 
economy it is not difficult to see why 
Nissan have sold over a million 
worldwide. 

If you are looking for an everyday 
family car that seems not to have any 
flaws then I would recommend a 
good look at the Qashqai.

Smart V8 Jeep Cherokee 
cuts cylinders at low throttle 


Performance and interior 
space improved in Toledo 



The new Seat Toledo hatchback will be longer than the existing model 


THE new Jeep Grand Cherokee 
SRT has bucked the downsizing 
trend with a larger and more 
powerful V8 - but most of the 
time it works as a V4. 

The clever new engine uses technology 
already seen on several other high-end cars 
over the last two years, where four cylinders 
are shut off on a light throttle input. 

However, unlike other systems, the 
Grand Cherokee SRT’s 6.4-litre Hemi V8 is 
designed to maintain four-cylinders-only 
operation for as much of the time as possi¬ 
ble. 

This sort-of-admirable nod towards the 
environment will reward buyers with a 
heady claimed average of 14.1mpg, with 
C02 listed at 328g/km. Not for the tight-of- 
wallet, then. 

With potential for 461bhp and 4601b.ft 
with all eight cylinders singing, the 2.36- 
tonne SRT hits 62mph in five seconds and 
reaches a 160mph top speed. 


Its permanent four-wheel-drive system’s 
default set-up delivers equal torque to the 
front and rear wheels, but it can be biased 65 
per cent towards the rear for a more aggres¬ 
sive drive. 

Chrysler is very keen to put the Grand 
Voyager SRT across as a driver’s car, with an 
electronic limited-slip differential and Fl- 
style paddle-shift technology. 

The old-tech five-speed automatic gear¬ 
box and minimum requirement for ‘pre¬ 
mium’ 91-octane petrol tell a different story, 
though. 

Inside the car is packed with luxury giz¬ 
mos and leather upholstery. The company 
has thrown everything it has at the car, to 
make it a flagship with a capital F. 

And the price? A relatively modest 
£58,995, which is actually remarkable value 
for the very small number of likely buyers, 
to whom the recession was probably a mere 
irritation. 

Nonetheless, it’s a lot of performance 
SUV for the money. 


THE new Seat Toledo will be a 
hatchback built slightly larger 
than the old saloon, but with 
greater fuel economy courtesy 
of the latest engine technology. 

Initial details show a car that will share 
its chassis and running gear with the 
forthcoming Skoda Rapid, including the 
excellent 1.2- andl.4-litre petrol TSI 
engines. 

At 4.48 metres long, it’s 40mm longer 
than the old Toledo, released in 2004. The 
wheelbase, however, is 80mm longer than 
that of the old car and is designed to give 
both better driving characteristics and 
more interior space. 

Despite the hatchback boot, the saloon 
pretence is maintained in design,with the 
omission of a rear windscreen wiper. 
Saloons are generally regarded with more 


prestige and Seat is trying to maintain 
that image. 

The petrol engines, which will have out¬ 
puts of between 74bhp and 120bhp and 
C02 emissions as low as 116g/km, will be 
joined by two 1.6-litre TDI diesels. 

Initially an Ecomotive 104bhp version 
will emit a fleet-friendly 104g/km, but 
later in 2013 a second, 89bhp version will 
join the range. 

No figures are yet available for its envi¬ 
ronmental performance. 

According to Seat’s release, the stan¬ 
dard safety package for all Toledos will 
include six airbags, central locking, split- 
folding rear seats and front electric win¬ 
dows. Reference and Style versions will be 
offered with more comfort and technologi¬ 
cal extras. 

An on-sale date is yet to be finalised, but 
expect to see it in showrooms in the first 
quarter of 2013.

Gylfi Sigurdsson - from loan deal at Town to 
big-money Premier League move to Spurs 


FOUR years after a loan spell with 
Shrewsbury Town, Gylfi Sigurdsson 
is living the high life after signing for 
Tottenham Hotspur in a deal 
reported to be worth £8 million. 

Sigurdsson was a promising mid¬ 
fielder in Reading reserves when 
Paul Simpson persuaded the Royals 
to let Town have their young Ice¬ 
landic prospect for a month on loan in 
October 2008. 

Simpson said at the time: “Sig- 
urdsson’s a quality player. He’s one 
of the best to come out of the Reading 
academy and he’s a bright prospect.” 

Reading’s director of football Nick 
Hammond added: “Gylfi has made 
great strides this season and this loan 
spell will further add to his foot¬ 
balling education.

“He’s joining a progressive club 
with a new stadium who are compet¬ 
ing at the top end of their division. It 
should be a good experience for him.” 

Sigurdsson’s impact in blue and 
amber was initially excellent but, by 
the end of the month, he was in and 
out of the Shrewsbury side, not really 
suggesting he had such a glittering 
career ahead of him. 

Simpson was keen to keep him for 
longer but Reading refused and, after 
another loan spell at Crewe, the 
Berkshire club gave him the chance 
to show what he could do. 


The rest is history, for after becom¬ 
ing a consistent goalscorer from mid- 
field for the Royals, they sold him to 
German club Hoffenheim in a shock 
£6.5 million move in 2010. 

A successful loan spell at Swansea 
last season in which he scored seven 
times in 19 games brought him to the 
attention of bigger clubs, with Tot¬ 
tenham eventually beating Liverpool 
to his signature. 

The player’s impact for Town after 
being thrown straight into the side 
just a day after his arrival was instant 
as he inspired a 4-1 win over Jimmy 


Quinn’s Bournemouth. Aged 19 at 
the time, Sigurdsson looked a class 
act and there was no stopping him 
once he fired Town ahead just 22 
minutes into his Football League 
debut. 

Further goals from Ben Davies, 
with two, and Richard Walker com¬ 
pleted a comfortable win. 

Of the new-boy in my Chronicle 
match report, I wrote: ‘Sigurdsson 
set the tone for an outstanding debut 
by drilling the ball into the roof of the 
net. 

“Bournemouth were unable to 
clear a move instigated by a maraud¬ 
ing run and cross from Marc Tierney. ’ 


I recall interviewing Sigurdsson 
after the game and was struck not 
only by his excellent English - he 
spoke as if born in the home counties 
- but also his ambition and his desire 
to do well. 

Town and Sigurdsson were 
brought back down to earth the fol¬ 
lowing midweek as the loanee failed 
to have the same impact, being 
upstaged by Jimmy Ryan in a 2-1 
defeat at Accrington Stanley with 
less than 1,300 supporters inside the 
Crown Ground. 

Thoughts of Sigurdsson becoming 
a future White Hart Lane star 
seemed a long way off on the return

Weale, 30, having spent three 
years in the Championship at 
Leicester, arrives with an impressive 
reputation and he will be battle it 
out for the No 1 spot at the Meadow 
with fellow new boy Joe Anyon, 25, 


who played more than 100 games for 
Vale before two years at Lincoln. 

Anyon, voted player of the year by 
Imps’ supporters last season, is 
delighted to have returned to the 
Football League with Shrewsbury. 

“I think we’ve done some good 
business there,” said Town boss 
Graham Turner, after clinching the 
signings of Weale and Anyon. 

“Chris has got experience. He’s 
played in the Championship and I 
believe he’s a very good goalkeeper. 

“Joe looked an outstanding 
prospect at Vale but then broke his 
leg and was out for 11 months. 

“He picked his career up again at 


Lincoln, he’s done well there, and 
he’s another experienced keeper.”
